Six e of Tills G reat Sycam ore W a» tb e 
Cause of It» D estruction. 
The greatest tree ever seen b y white 
men in Ohio is b elieved to have b eeo 
the enormous sycamore, or, more prop­ 
erly, b uttonwood, which stood in what 
is now Valley township, Scioto county, 
in the rich b ottom lands of the Scioto 
river. 
It was so prodigious in b ulk that as 
early as 1810 it was describ ed in the 
Cincinnati Almanac as one of the natu­ 
ral wonders of Ohio. In June, 1808, ac­ 
cording to what seems reliab le testi­ 
mony, a party of thirteen persons, nil 
on horseb ack, rode into the hollow 
trunk of this sycamore and found that 
room enougii remained for two more 
horses and 
their 
riders. 
The tree 
forked ab out eight 
feet 
from 
the 
ground, and it was hollow when first 
seen b y the white settlers. Tho circum­ 
ference of the trunk was ab out six ty- 
three feet at the b ase, and five feet 
from the earth it was forty-two feet in 
girth. These figures remind the reader 
of the famous b ig trees of California. 
The opening into the cavity within the 
trunk was ten feet wide at the b ottom, 
nine and a half feet high, and the hoi 
low was ab out fourteen feet in diame­ 
ter. 
Tb e account which has l>een pre­ 
served of tb e fate of this enormous tree 
is very odd. It is claimed that tb e gi­ 
ant b uttonwood was kept uninjured as 
a great curiosity until the farm on 
which it stood was used as a stock 
farm b y one Thonms Dugan. 
This 
stock b reeder turned several valuab le 
b ulls into tb e fields where the huge 
tree stood, and two of them fought in­ 
side its trunk. In that small space for 
a b ull ring the victor was ab le to pre­ 
vent the escape of his rival, and the 
weaker was killed. 
This affair con­ 
vinced Dugan that the largest tree in 
Ohio was a menace to Lis st >ek, and 
he cut it down. Later hogs kept in the 
same field were attacked b y cholern. 
and the owner reasoned that their hab ­ 
it of lying inside the hollow stump was 
b ad for their health, and so b e had the 
stump removed. It piay well b e doub t­ 
ed whether any other immense tree 
was ever destroyed b ecause of a fight 
b etween two b ulls.—Cleveland Leader.

of them was Barnum, tb e showman. 
It was Barnum who b rought her to 
America. 
He ventured all that he 
could raise in advertising the wonder­ 
ful woman, and his successful manage­ 
ment of her tour in this country lifted 
Barnum to grand b usiness success. 
But there was another man who got 
rich without having anything to do 
with the management of the Jenny 
Lind concert tour. It was Genin, the 
New York hatter. His name and b usi­ 
ness were advertised b y Barnum wher­ 
ever the Jenny Lind concerts were ad­ 
vertised. and it didn't cost Genin one 
penny for all of the advertising that 
Barnum did for him. 
There was no hall in New York b ig 
enough to accommodate the crowds 
which attended the first concert in this 
country, so Castle Garden was fitted 
up for tb e purpose, and the seats were 
sold at auction. Now, Genin was an 
unknown hatter, although he was a 
good one. He went to the auction sale 
of seats at Castle Garden and outb id 
everyb ody. He ran up the price of tb e 
first ticket until some of b is friends 
thought he was going crazy and tried 
to induce him to desist. 
But Genin 
was not crazy b y any means. He kept 
on b idding until he finally got the first 
ticket for $750. He had outb id the rich­ 
est men in New York. 
The nex t day and every day after 
ward for many months it was an­ 
nounced that “Genin. the New York 
hatter, had paid $750 for the first Jen­ 
ny Lind ticket.” 
And wherever Barnum advertised his 
concert he advertised that fact to show 
w hat a great attraction he was touring 
with. As a consequence Genln’s hats 
were in demand nil over this country, 
and he b ecame enormously rich.

There is 
the regime de la communaute, which 
makes wedlock strictly a partnership 
as far as income and earnings are con­ 
cerned. 
And there are minute regula­ 
tions as to the provision for children 
and widows. 
The latter are always 
.sacrificed to the former.—Cornhill.

CHICAGO POLITICAL

It appears now that the Chicag o 
newspaper tru st “bit off more than it 
can chew” when it took Gov ernor 
Yates into its combine. 
Very mu ch 
like the farmer who y oked himself u p 
with a y ou ng steer in hopes to break 
the calf to driv e early in life, the 
newspaper 
tru st 
is now howling : 
“Head u s off somebody ; 
ou r fool­ 
ishness.” I t appears that Gov ernor 
Yates, soon after the state conv ention 
adjou rned, commenced swing ing his 
political ax in a most careless manner;
